King Philip on horseback advancing to left 
harangusing his army. Inseribed: (» of Philip)

.@) Alexander ITI, 336-323 F.C. 
Drachm. Pasar at Sardis. Head of young HNerevies to right 
wearing lion's skin. 

Reverse: Zeus enthroned to left holding @®agle and 
seeptre. in field and beneath throne are magistrate's 


symbol and letter. 


$3) Philip III, 323-317 B.C. 
Teatradrachm. Struck in Syria. Head of young Hereules to 
fight waring lion's skin. 
. Reverse: Zeus seated to left hclding eagle and scertre. 


- ‘In field and beneath throne are magistrate's letter and 


symbol. Inscription reads: “ 
of aid Philip.
